Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I herev/ith  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1972. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9i720,  the  same  as  the 
figure  for  1971* 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  a decrease  to  15»8  from  17*3 
for  1971. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  at  12.8  has  risen  slightly  from  11.1 
for  1971. 

There  were  124  deaths  as  compared  with  108  for  1971.  Twenty-six  deaths 
were  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease,  twenty- three  to  cerebrovascular  disease, 
twelve  to  pneumonia,  seven  to  bronchitis  and  six  to  cancer  of  the  lung  (all 
males).  I have  no  doubt  that  the  habit  of  cigarette  smoking  was  responsible 
for  many  of  these  deaths  at  an  earlier  age  than  need  have  been  the  case. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  and  tv/o  infants  died 
under  the  age  of  one  year  out  of  a total  of  1^4  live  births,  74  male  and 
8o  female# 

Infectious  disease  notifications  were  not  numerous  during  the  year,  and 
immunisations  against  various  infectious  diseases  were  at  a satisfactory 
level# 


During  the  year  a newly  built  swimming  bath  was  opened,  to  cater  for 
the  need  of  the  District  and  the  surrounding  area#  It  will  make  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  amenities  of  the  District# 

Loceil  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service  are  to  be  re-organised 
vn.th  effect  from  1st  April,  1974#  This  Council  will  merge  with  the 
Chesterfield  Rural  District  Coimcil  and  Dronfield  Urban  District  Council  to 
form  the  North  East  Derbyshire  District  Council. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  my 
other  colleagues  on  the  staff,  together  with  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council,  for  their  help  and  interest  throughout  the  years  that  I have 
been  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board, 

Press  reservoirs  provide  the  majority  source  of  supply,  being  augmented 
in  i)arts  of  the  area  by  water  from  the  Ogston  Treatment  Works . At  both  works 
chlorination  is  practised. 

The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  has  been  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes, 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board’ s 
laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are  examined  at  least

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the 
grounds  of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  waters  at  source,  in 
distribution  and  after  overnight  standing  in  lead  service  pipes  have  yielded 
figures  within  the  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration.

Fifteen  applications  for  improvement  grants  were 
received,  ail  of  which  were  approved.  This  represents  over  lOO^o  increase 
in  standard  grants,  and  200%  increase  in  improvement  grants,  compared  to 
1971  figures. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  acquiring  premises  suitable 
for  improvement,  and  a number  of  such  properties  were  acquired  during  the  - 
year  in  various  areas  of  the  town.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  is  only  one  snail  private  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District, 
where  the  owner  slaughters  animals  for  his  own  butcher’s  business.  A 1009^  post 
mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained,  necessitating  sixty- five  visits  to  the 
slaughterhouse  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  well  maintained,  and  no  problems 
have  arisen  during  the  year.  No  serious  defects  or  contraventions  of  the  Vcxrious 
Acts  and  Regulations  were  notified.  At  present,  the  water  supply  is  from  spring 
water,  and  is  analysed  at  two  week  intervals.  A problem  of  pollution  was  monitored 
during  a short  period  and  extensive  testing  and  investigation  was  undertaken,  but 
the  pollution  had  returned  to  purity  before  an  accurate  source  of  the  pollution 
could  be  ascertained.  Apart  from  this  isolated  incident,  no  pollution  has  been 
observed.  It  is  hoped  the  slaughterhouse  will  be  on  mains  supply  in  the  near 
future ,
